Conditions in the crop sections remain 
on the whole favorable. Frost damage re- 
ports of mingr importance, followed by a 
manipulative rise in the price of corn caus- 
ed some uneasiness to security holders in 
the early part ot the week, but with the 
reassurance that the damage on the whole 
hud been slight and the statement by one 
of the leading crop authorities that two- 
thirds or more of the crop is safe at the 
present time came a return of bullish sen- 
timent regarding the future of the market. 
With the loss of the wheat crop so pro- 
nounced, security holders in general are of 
the opinion that the future course of the 
markets depend almost entirely upon the 
w.ze of the corn and cotton crops, and 
any evil reports from the corn section are 
hinmmediately the cause of a change of sen- 
timent as regards the market. Severe 
frost has prevailed in the corn belt for the 
last three years by the 15th of September, 
and frost in this section ®w the 2th of 
September is almost an annual oocurence. 
But with the passing of the present frost 
scare with only small damage it is not un- 
likely that the weather will remain favora- 
ble for some days to come, and the possi- 
bilities are that the crop will have a 
chance to fully mature ann be an exceed- 
in gly heavy one. 

Prices on Wall street are still on the up 
turn, and sentiment at that center sti] re- 
mains exceedingly cheerful. The sharp 
rise in the steel stocks in the face of the 
minor improvement shown in this line of 
trade leads to the belief that increased and 
general activity In the steel industry will 
be experienced in the near future. There 
is an old saying that the steel trade is 
the barometer of the country's business, 
and Wall street is no doubt discounted 
with the rise in the steel stocks, a coming 
betterment in this line of industry. With 
a general improvement in the steel] trade, 
activity in the general business is only a 
question of a short time, and with a de- 
cided improvement in general busineas be- 
fore us, and the assiirance of a Dountifu!l 
harvest, there is no reason why a contin- 
uation of the rise started In theasecurity 
markets in general and the local market 
in particular should not be seen. 

Traffic reports of the railroads entering 
this city show up very favorably when 
compared to the same period in 1908; pas- 
renger traffic on account of the World's 
Fair is not at its height, and the roads 
are being taxed to the utmost for equip- 
ment to meet the demands of the enor- 
mous crowds. The same condition of af- 
fairs prevail on the local street railway 
lines. The Transit company is at present 
doing the largest business in the history 
of the company, and the statement of 
earnings for the present month should be 
very close if it doesn’t exceed the $1.000+20 
mark.

Highest Prices Made in Wheat on the 
Crop This Past Week by Bull- 
ish Speculation. 


COARSE GRAINS ARE BETTERED 


Crop Conditions and Prospects Princi- 
pal Influences in Wheat and Corn 
—Large Supplies of Oats.

An advance of 8c during the two, first 
days of this past week evidenced ofly too 
strikingly that bullish possibilities had by 
no means exhausted themselves. It docs 
look as though the bulls were fortune’s 
favorites, so far as grain is concerned, and 
the bears appear to have only 4 look in, 
and that is only after the bull leaders 
take their profits on such great flying 
leaps upward as was that of the past week, 
then permitting the market to g0 back 
until it gets to a low enough point in thelr 


estimation to take charge and once more 
Imugurate a bull movement As most 
the bears only sell on such relapses and 
usually get run in on quick reactiona, it 
is hardly likely many of them are laying 
up profits. As I have said before, Pullish 
conditions so control the situation that 
genera) speculation is bound to back that 
side. It may get a bad jarring or even 4 
freeze out every now and then, but geferal 
conditions appear too strongly bullish to 
most speculative operators and they will 
favor buying whenever the market evi- 
dences the slightest indications of boom- 
ing. There has been a great advance, how- 
ever, and S6c advance discounts a great 
deal of crop shortage, for a time, at any 
rate.

Certainiv the crop coniitions at. home 
are bullish enough, both as regards the 
yield and its quality. It is prabobly in 
that respect one of the poorest crops this 
country has ever raised, and considering 
the increase in domestic requirements, it 
is one’of the shortest. Government figures 
on condtion and acreage indicate a crop 
that ts variously estimated at from 626.- 
10.000 to 639,000000 bu. If the department 
in its final report allows for abandoned 
spring wheat acreage, which it will if this 
has not been already allowed for In the 
(8.2 Sept. 1 condition, the yield may be in 
the neighborhood of 525,000,000 bu. Allow- 
lig that it is 537,000,000 bu. the writer's es- 
timate on the crop, and that the govern- 
ment’s estimate of domestic requirements— 
consumption and seeding—about 540,000 000 
bu will apply to this season, how little 
surplus there would be for export. Prac- 
tically none, as reserves would then be 
drawn down too low. At the present rate 
of exports for this season, only about #,- 
900,000 bu in flour and wheat could leave 
this country. The undoubted shortening 
of the British North American crop hurts 
the English buyers worse even than did 
the damage in the United States, as it cuts 
down one of the sources of supply they 
had depended upon. The quality of the 
spring wheat crop is about as poor as 
winter wheat has proven to be. the grain 
running very lizeht in weight. This week's 
inspection at St. Louis shows that- only 
& per cent of the car lots soft winter and 
14 per cent of the hard winter graded No. 
2. Yet spring wheat run that low and high 
premiums for choice .wheats and light 
stocks of contract grade will be seen in all 
domestic markets.

The decrease in condition of this vear's 
wheat crop since it was planted has been 
something extraordinary. On Dec. 1. 19% 
the condition of winter wheat was reported 
as 86.6 and the area geeded %2.000,000 bu. in- 
dicating a prospectiveNcrop of 483,000,000 bu. 
Since then 4,300.000 acre® have been aband- 
oned and the condition fallen 16.6 per cent, 
the department estimating the crop at 333.- 
000,000 bu or 12.3 bu per acre, a loss of 3.8 
bu per acre or a total of 150,900.00 bu.

Speaking of the export business in flour 
aud wheat so far done by this country, the 
official figures of the government show 
that both Bradstreet’'s and Broomhall are 
overestimating them in their weekly re- 
ports. Bradstreet's reports the clearances 
of wheat and flour from this country and 
Canada for the first two months of this 
season as 13,220,000 bu and Broomhall places 
them at 14,488,000 bu. Now the actual ex- 
ports for these two months, according to 
custom house returns, were about 6,722,000 
bu from the United States and it is dollars 
to doughnuts that Canada has not ex- 
ported that much or more, as Bradstreet’s 
and Broomhall's figures would indicate, 
The fact is that most of the wheat and 
some of the flour reported as clearing from 
Atiantic ports are actually shipments to 
domestic points.

All-Night Secret Meetings Broken Up 
by Law Officers—Troops to Protect 
Negro for Whose Crime Another 
Negro Was Mistakenly Lynched. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MERIDIAN, Mise., Sept. 17.—The negro 

problem will not down in Mississippi. Its 
most recent and virulent eruption is in the 
ordering of a negro preacher-editor from 
West Point, the warning from Kosciusko, 
his former home, that he must not return 
there, and the apprehension that he will 
try to locate in Meridian. 
C. A. Buchanan is the negro preacher-ed- 
itor. He has been publishing the Preachers’ 
Safeguard at West Point, and has used its 
columns to advocate social equality dnd 
urge the négrves to insist upon it. The 
white people grew angry at his utterances, 
and recently a mass meeting appointed a 
committee to give him 48 hours to remove 
himself and his paper from that town. Bu- 
chanhan's utterances had become bolder 
with each issue of the paper, and the white 
citizens were infuriated. Only the wise and 
cool counsel of conservative citizens saved 
Buchanan from summary vengeance. The 
mass meeting, by resolution, warned every 
other Mississippi community that Buchan- 
an was “a most undesirable citizen,’’ and 
récommended that no town in the state 
admit him or.allow him to issue his paper. 
Buchanan lived at Kosciusko before re- 
moving to West Point, and a rumor 
reached Kosciusko that he waa to return 
there. Kosciusko is the home of United 
States District Judge H. C. Niles. Abdout 
100 of the leading white men ordered bBu- 
chanan to stay away from Kosciusko in the 
following warning: 

There being & movement on foot, 
indorsing the negro preacher, teacher 
and printer, C. A. Buchanan, who 
was driven out of West Point, for 
his racial utterances and disturbing 
effusions in hig newspaper and other- 
wise, we, the undervigned citizens 
of Kosciusko, not forgetting the fact 
that a year or so ago the expres- 
sions along the line of making him 
leave Kosciusko for similar conduct, 
and, believing his influence among 
his race would redound to no good, 
we would suggest to Buchanan, as 
a piece of wholseome advice, that he 
should not under any circumstances 
attempt to locate in Kosciusko. Be- 
sides, we would not wish to tolerate 
under any circurnstances a negro. 
who, on account of his racial utter- 
ances, was not considered by the 
reputable people of a sister town, 
worthy of citizenship, and was given 
by them a limited time in which to 
vacate. . 

Buchanan has been in Meridian this week 
and the announcement that he intends to 
publish his paper from here has caused a 
feeling of uneasiness. No action has been 


taken, however. 


OTHER RECENT CASES. 


The Buchanan case is only the most re- 
cent of many incidents occurring since 
James K. Vardaman made a successful 
campaign for the Democratic gubernato- 
rial nomination om the one issue, to afford 
the negro just as much education as he 
paid for in taxes, and his subsequent trips 
across the state with troops in special 
trains to save negroes from lynching. 
Every week, and at times almost dally, 
gomething has occurred to keep the race 
question ‘‘alive’’ and to make it a “para- 
mount issue” in Mississippi, until the term, 
‘to Misesiasippize negroes,’’ has become a 
familiar phrase of campaign orators in 
their discussion of the practical disfran- 
chisement of the DdDlacks until every pre- 
ecinet in the estate ts safely Democratt, al- 
though Mississippi has a larger number 
of negro men within its borders than any 
other state. 

In central Missiasippi an action of whites 
against negroes is daily expected on ac- 
count of the discovery of all-night secret 
meetings of negroes about Tchula, a thown 
om the Yazoo & Mliesissippi Valley Rail- 
road. The officers of Tchula have been 
compelled to force the negroes to abandon 
these “Before Day" secret meetings, that | 
had been nightly occurrences for three 
months. None of the white citizens could 
find out the nature of the meetings, and 
the secrecy of the participants alarmed 
the white people to appeal to the ws hed 
of the law to stop them for fear of sge- 
rious trouble. The negroes for miles 
around would go nightly to Tchula. The 
majority of them Were unfit for work from 
loss of sleep, and the scarcity of labor 
led to the discovery of the meetings. 


CANNOT BUY LAND. 
In south Mississippi, in Lincoln and 
Amite Counties, where many negroes have 
been whitecapped, and several killed. the

PHILIPPINES 
ARE PROBLEM

Secretary of Treasury Addressing 
Large Andience at Festival Hall 
Confesses He Doesn’t Know What 


Will Become of Them. 


CANDIDATE WALBRIDGE WAS 
ALSO ONE OF THE SPEAKERS 


First of Series of Important Political 
Meetings Was Held at the World’s 


Defended. 


Secretary of the Treasury Lesiie M. Shaw 
does not know what the United States is 
going to do with the Philippines. 

He admitted he did not know, in the 
presence of an audience that filed two- 
thirds of Festival Hall at the Wo.l!d's 
Fuir last night. It ls a very rare occur~ 
rence for Secretarp Shaw to confess that 
anything is beyond him and his declara- 
tlon that he was holding back a guess on 
the outcome caused something of a stir. 

It was at the beginning of his speech at 
the fi.st important political meeting held 
at the Fair. 

“Il am not going to tell you what we 
are going to do with the Philippines,” he 
said. “I wish I knew,” he added, with 
mock distress. 

Then he spake in the form of a parablé, 
first making another admission, which was

that it was not a new parable, but one 
which he had used at Intervals for the 
past two years—ever since he thought it 
ouf., 

It was a parable which showed how 
much easier it was to take hold of some 
things than to let go of them. 

In the parable he, Secretary Shaw, repre- 
sented the United States. In that capacity 
he had gone across to an island to rescue 
a baby which had set up a terrible ye!l for 
freedom. Before he got back he had a 
buby on each arm. There was no difficulty 
about the baby named Cuba, but twins had 
not been anticipated or provided for and it 
wasn't exactly sure whether the Philippine 
baby Was welcome or not. But there it 
was. If it was not to be protected it 
should not have been brought over. 

A family .counct! was held, and what to 
do with the young one was discussed. One 
did not like its color nor the sound of its 
voice, and suggested that {ft be sent back 
where {t came from. Another wanted to 
adopt it Into the family. Mrs. Shaw had 
the final word. They wouldn't exactly 
adopt it, but they would keep it until ft 
grew up and then they would decide what 
to do with it, 

His speech was tn the main an examina- 
tion of the policies advocated by the Dem- 
ocrats In their campaigns since 1892.

HINESE AGENT 
HELD Qi CHARGE 
OF SLAVE GIRL 


Arrest at Chinese Village on the Pike | Z 
of Former Government Interpreter, 


Follows Investigation of Scandal.in 
Federal Immigration Department, 


Hippolytus da Silva, formerly government 
interpreter in the immigration bureau at 
San Francisco, and one of the importers of 
the large colony of Chinese recently 
brought to the World's Fair, was arres.col 
at the Chinese Village on the Pike last 
night by Col. John E. Murphy, secret serv- 
ice officer in chargo of the St. Louis dis- 
trict, and Agents &. A. Connell and Law- 
rence Richey. 

The charge against da Silva, which iIn- 
volves several other persons, both in pri- 
vate business and in official position, not 
yet arrested, is smuggling Chinese into the 
United States and importing Chinese wom- 
en for improper purposes. 

Telegrams received by Col. Murphy from 
San Francisco telling of the indictment of 
da Silva and others caused the,arrest. 

The women, twelve in number, were de- 
tained in San Francisco, where one of them 
brought about the investigation by her 
complaint that she was being held in slay- 
ery: 

The men, 176 In number, were taken from 
Sun Francisco with the understanding that 
they were to be brought to St. Louis for 
exhibition. The secret service officers say 
they do not believe that, if the coolies came 
here, they are here now. They  beileve 
they have been distributed among the Chi- 
nese colonies of other cities. 

Da Sfiva declared himseif innocent of the 
charges, but declined to discuss them in 
detall. He was placed in the city jai, and 
will be returned to San Francisco for 
trial. 

It is charged by jhe government officials 
that Da Silva was a member and one of 
three advance agents of a syndicate, and 
that he, with two others, went 
to Canton, China, to ocoll&t wo- 
men ard coolies. and got together 12 
women and 176 coolies. The incentive of th 


Shaw advanced to the! @lleged syndicate is in the profits. The net 


profit on coolles landed is sald to be $20 
gold, while that on the slave women, who 
for $500 each, is 
about §900.

The first cun.gument of Chinese sailed 
on the steamer Doric tn charge of one 
Lee Toy and Da Silva, according to reporis 
from San Francisco, and arrived there Aug.

John Redmond, Leader of Nationalist 
Party, Will Speak to Friends of 
Ireland’s Cause at the Thirteenth 
Street Coliseum. 


HE DEEMS ENGLISH LOAN 
MEANS DAWN OF NEW DAY 


Next Election May Be a Year or a 
Few Weeks Hence, Date Being 
Rendered Uncertain by Provisions 
of British Constitution. 


Sons of the Emerald Isle will throng the 
Exposition Coliseum, Thirteenth and Lo- 
eust streets, tonfght to hear John Red- 
mond, the [Irish patriot, and his associates. 
Capt. A. P. Donnellan and Patrick O’Brien, 
ail members of the English Parliament, 
and probably the most conspicuous men tn 
the Irish Nationalist party, discourse on 
the progress of the movement to secure 
home rule for Ireland. 

The fact that the English government 
has voted $561.000,000 to be loaned to Irish 
tenants for the purpose of buying out the 
landlords encourages Mr. Redmond and his 
colleagues to believe that the day of com- 
plete emancipation is near at hand. 

“The great obstacle to home rule,”’ said 
Mr. Redmond to the Post-Dispatch JIast 
night, ‘waa the opposition of the landlords. 
who feared that if Ireland had a pariia- 
ment of its own their lands would be con- 
fiscater. 

“With this opposition gradually disap- 
pearing, our struggle, which is now a cen- 
tury old, grows brighter every day. 

“We would have Ireland as free of inter- 
ference from Great Britain as is the State 
of Missouri from the United States govern- 
ment. Missouri makes her own laws, levies 
her’ own taxes and tolerates no meddling 
with her rights as a state. 

“On propositions which concern the whole 
nation and for which one rule of policy 
must apply, Missourl bows to the supreme 
head at Washington. 

“So Ireland, while desiring to emancipate 
herself, is mot asking that the mother 
country surrender its right of federal con- 
trol.” 


Next Election 
Day Uncertain. 


The Nationalist party, of which 8% out of 
108 members are committed to the home 
rule policy, is stronger in the British Em- 
pire today than it has ever been, Mr. Red- 
mond says. 

When asked when the next election would 
be held he answered: ‘‘That is something 
[ cannot tell. It may be held in a few 
weeks, possibly not for several months. In 
Great Britain the election day is set by the 
government; that is, providing a new Par- 
liament is desired by the ministry. 

“An election must be held every seven 
years, as one Parliament, according to 
constitutional provision, cannot hold longer 
than that period, but usually the election 
ie about every four years. 

“The last election was held In 1900. At 
the coming election the Nationalists expect 
to inorease their strength considerably. 

“There is no possibility of our losing any 
votes, and in the next Parilament feel 
certain we will hold the balance of power.”’ 

Mr. Redmond is tall and angular, weighs 
175 pounds and has a face remarkable for 
its intellectuality and firmness of expres- 


sion. 
He is considered one of the first orators 
in Parliament.

Under the auspices of the World’s Fatr, 
the most prominent educators, specialists 
and investigators in the world will meet in 
St. Louls this week for the International 
Congress of Arts and Sciences. The officers 
of the congress declare that it will be the 
greatest and most important gathering of 
scholars in all Mnes ever held. It is re- 
garded as the culmination of the great 
series of congresses planned for the Ex- 
position period under the direction of How- 
ard J. Rogers, director of congresses and 
chief of the Exposition departments of K4- 
ucation and Social Economy. 

The program, which begins tomorrow, in- 
cludes addresses by 223 scientists, students 
of language, literature and arts, jurists, 
artists and other scholars. The opening 
session at 3 o’clock, Monday afternoon, will 
be in Festival Hall. Throughout the re- 
mainder of the week, the congress will 
meet in sections. There are 150 sections, 
and 17 halls have been set aside for meet- 
ings within the Exposition grounds. Dur- 
ing the week, there will be altogether 10 
meetings. , 

Each section has a president, a secretary 
and speakers. The officers of the congress 
are Simon Newcomb, retired professor in 
the United States Naval Academy, presi- 
dent; Hugo Muensterberg, professor of psy- 
chology in Harvard, and Albion W. Small, 
professor of sociology in the University of 
Chicago, vice-presidents. The honorary 
vice-presidents are Rt. Hon. James Bryce, 
M. P. of England, M. Gaston Darboux of 
France, Prof. Wilhelm Waldeyer of Ger- 
many, Dr. Oskar Backlund of Russia, Pypf. 
Theodore Escherich of Austria and Signor 
Attilio Brunialti of Italy. The executive 
secretary is Dr. L. O. Howard, permanent 
secretary of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science,

“LITTLE JAPAN.” 
From the London Spectator. 

There is one tlluston about Japan which seems to survive 
evidence and to work most curious political mischief. The 
continental powers, and Russia more especially, cannot cet 
rid of tho belief that the island empire. however brave or 
astute or lucky its children may be, Is after all but a “‘little’’ 
state, which in a very short time must “bleed to death.” 

It is not very easy to trace the origin of this belief, un- 
less it be the habit of expecting great size in all Asiatic 
cmpires, or of comparing the area of Japan with China or of 
Russia itself. So compared Japan is of course a little place, 
which looks on the maps almost insignificant. Compared, 
however, in a more sensible way with the other island em- 
pire which has so long been one of the great powers of the! .«. 
world, Japan is by no means small. Its total area, without 
counting Formosa, is by 27,009 square miles greater than that 
of the British Isles. and as large a proportion of it is fertile 
and thickly populated. That population again is 44,000,000, or 
3,000,000 greater than our own (1901), 6,000,000 greater than that 
of France and almost equal to that of Austria-Hungary. 

If the word “‘little,’”’ again, refers to strength for war, the 
strength is in many respects superior to our own. We could 
probably destroy the Japanese fleet,“ but the Japanese ficet 
has destroyed that of Russia, and could, if allowance is

Another rule regarding the scrimmage 
makes any deliberate attempt to draw 
the opponents off-side by a false Start 
void, by declaring that if the ball ts 
snapped after such a performance, it 
shall not be regarded as in play. 

The rule regarding the kick-off and ihe 
choice of goal has been made clearer. It 
now provides that if the winner of the 
toss selects the goal the loser must take 
the kick-off. 
The penalty in case of interference with 
aman making a fair catch has been al- 
tered to good advantage. This year the 
offended side can put the ball in play to 
good advantage by a scrimmage, in which 
case they receive 15 yards, or they can put 
it in play by a free kick, in which case 
they are allowed but five yards. 

The duties of the Hnesman have again 
been lessened. Besides measuring dis- 
tances, the linesman will only be required 
to penalize a side when the ends are off- 
side on a kick, or for tripping an end go 
ing down under a kick, or for roughing 


the fullback. 

A few minor changes regarding penal- 
tles are the only other alterations made 
by the rules committee. Aside from dir- 
tance penalties a team may be disqualified 
for unnecessary roughness, end the game 
may be forfetted if a side refuses to play 
within two minutes after being ordered to 
by the referea, or if a team persists in 
fouling in order to delay the game.

After Each Race to Prevent 


Welchers From Escaping 


Bookmakers Have No Ring, Slates or Blackboards.

DUBLIN, Ireland, Sept. 17.—Ireland is in 
@he realm of horse racing, with the pos- 
@itie exception of England, behind no other 
@eentry in the enthusiasm that characte 
izes that great popular pastime. 

I was present at the recent Phoenix Park 
Club races (Ashtown course), and the ex- 

ce was in every respect an exceed- 

y pleasant one. The course is beauti- 
fully located about five miles from the 
ter of Dublin, adjoining the famous 
Park to the west, and is reached 

P rallroad or street car. 

The majority of those who altend the 
faces, however, prefer to drive on 4 
“Jaunting car’ through the Park, which 
fs one of the most beautiful in Europe, and 
Which commands an uninterrupted and per- 
fect view of the Dublin mountains to the

The August meeting of the Phoenix club 
lasts only two days. It is not intended as

They have no slates or bDlackboards, and 
when one makes a wager he is given a 
piece of pasteboard which is numbered and 
which is supposed to be recorded on the 
bookmaker’s eheet, but your ticket does 
not inform you of the amount of your 
bet, or of the odds you received. In case 
of a mistake against you in registering 
the wager there is no redress. 

An American friend of mine wagered 
$1% to win $59, and when he went to cash 
after his horee had won he was handed 
$140, the bookmaker inaisting that he had 
only received $100 instead of $125. 

For a few momente the air was filled 
with eulphurous words, but they had no 
effect on the stolld bookie. 

Thia system certainly needs improvement, 
and is far behind that adopted by ropu- 
table racing associations in America. 

Richard Croker, one time master of Tam- 
many Hall, had two horses engaged in the 
Phoenix Plate—Young Americus and Red 
Chancellor—but they both “also ran.”” Mr. 
Croker has aged considerably since he 
went to Durope. Hae has lost that firm 
step, and that eagle glance which: were so 
characteristic of him in the dars of his 
glory in New York.

The flight of the “Datai 
from his palace at 
Younghusband army of occupation is one 
of the great events in the history of Asia 
and of modern, times. 

His capture would have completed the 
triumph of the British conquest of Tibet. 
He is often called ‘“‘the Pope of Asia,’ and 
his city of Lhasa “the Rome of Asia.” 
Although as Grand Lama he had political 
as well as religious authority only over the 
Buddhists of Tibet and. Central Asia, 
numbering perhaps from ten to twenty 
millions, he was the recognized religious 
head of the Buddhists of China and Budd- 
hists of all sects, numbering 400,000,000, or 
a third of the present estimated poulation 
of the world, recognized his seat at Lhasa 
and his palace in the suburb of Potala as 
sacred in the game sense in which Rome 
and Jerusalem are looked on as sacred 
cities in Europe and America. 

The ocGupation of Lhasa and the signa- 
ture of a treaty of capitulation in the “‘vat- 
lean of Asia” at Potala, means the fa!! of 
Tibet as an Asiatic country. It passes 
through the treaty under English control 
in pursuance of plans which were first 
formulated about the period of the Ameri- 
ean revolutionary war when Warren Hast- 
inge controlled in India. Although vast ter- 
ritories in Tibet are practically inaccessl- 
ble from Lhasa, the political control of the 
country goes with the control of the capital 
city which is the center of all the organ- 
ized religious. houses through which the 
Tibetans have been controlled while Tibet 
has been under the sovereignty of the Em- 
peror of China. 

For 2 years Chinese sovereignty has 
grown more and more lax over the whole 
of Tibet. Lhasa has been held by a

Russian Patrols Attacked and All- 

Day Skirmish Along the Twenty 

‘Miles of Outposts Between the Two 
Resting Armies. 


RUSSIANS SURPRISED AT 
READINESS TO FIGHT NOW 


Field Marshal Oyama Thought to Be 
Preparing to Carry Out Orders to 
Seek Engagement Before the Long, 
Cold Winter Sets In. 


MUKDDEN, Sept. 17.—It seems proverbial 
that the battle of Mukden is near at hand. 
Ali day there was a series of ciashes be- 
tween the outposts of the Russians south 
of here and the advance guard of the Jap- 
a@nese army near Yentai, north of LTioyang. 

The Japanese assumed the offensive in 
these skirmishes, but were beaten back 
in each case by the Russian patrols. No 
determined attack was made. 

From the nature of the fighting it is 
thought ‘the skirmish is the preliminary 
Movements of a general advance of the 
Japanese army. 

Bince the masterly retreat of Gen. Kuro- 
patkin from Liaoyang and the exhausting 
chase by the Japanese armies, under com- 
mand of Gens. Oku and Nodwm, the troops 
have been resting, recovering from the 
fearful strain of the terrible battle and the 
long march through the heavy roads. 

The Russians have been busily preparing 
fortifications at Harbin, but only a small 
part of the army has passesd beyond Muk- 
den. Outposts and cavalry patrols have 
been maintained to the south. 

The Japanese are encamped above liao 
Yang and to the north. For 20 miles almost 
midway between the two cities the out- 
posts have been in sight of each other, 
beth content to rest. 

While it was known that Field Marshal 
Cyenna, in command of the Japanese 
army, had received orders to force the 
fighting before winter set in, and the Rus- 
Sians withdrew to Harbin, it was not 
thought his army was in condition to draw 
an engagement at present. 

The nature of the advance of the skir- 
‘Mish line today was so much of the nature 
of the prelude to an attempt to draw a gen- 
eral battle as to attract attention. 

The armies now at Liaoyang and Muk- 
Gen are virtually the same as those en- 
gaged in the battle of Liaoyang.

Not to become a soldier ts an act of self- 
denial on the part of Martinéz, who was 
the leader of the actore in forming their 
plans to join’ the scouts, and who appealed 
to Maj. W. H. Johnsion, commanding the 
battailon at. the Worlds Fair, for permis- 
sion to join. 

Martinez was once body servant to Maj. 
Johnston in the Philippine Island, and has 
been a warm adherent of the major since 
he came to America. 

When the terms of 300 members of the 
battaiion expired two weeks ago Martinez 
giaried.a movement among the actors to 
leave the stage for the army. He appealed» 
to Maj. Johnston and to the managers of 
ihe Visayan vulage, and eécured pe: mis- 
sion for those of his party who could pass 
Lue regui:aiion eXam.nation tor the army.
